Subject. — Import of goods from Pakistan under the terms of Protocol No. I 
to the Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and 
Pakistan — October, 1960— March, 1961. 

No. 154 -ITC(PN)/ 60 . —Protocol No. I to the Trade Agreement between the 
Governments of India and Pakistan signed on the 21st March, 1960, inter-alia 
provides for import of the undermentioned commodities from Pakistan against 
payment in non-convertible Indian rupees; — 

(1) Fresh fruits. 

(2) Betel leaves. 

(3) Dhanicha seeds. 

(4) Chuna Khari pearl - , 

(5') Eggs and poultry. 

(G) Books and periodicals (In Indian and Pakistani languages). 

(7) Gramophone records (in Indian and Pakistani languages). 

(S’) Films exposed (in Indian and Pakistani languages). 

(9) Fish dry and salted. 

(10) Betclnuts. 

(11) Drugs and medicines Including Unani and Ayurvedic. 

(12) Mother of Pearl shells. 

2. It has been decided to grant licences for the import of the above mentioned 
items from Pakistan on the basis indicated in the Annexure to this Public Notice 
during Ihe period October, I960—March, 1961, Licences for the import of these 
Items from Pakistan will be issued subject to the condition that payments for the 
goods imported will be made in non-convertible Indian rupees through Account 
‘A’ maintained by the National Bank of Pakistan with the State Bank of India 
as provided for in Protocol No. I to the Trade Agreement between the Govern¬ 
ments of India and Pakistan signed on the 21st March, 1960. 

3. Application for quota licences and/or ad-hoc licences should be submitted 
in th“ usual form and manner to the licensing authorities concerned, as early as 
possible, but not later than ihe 8th January, 1961.

The ap¬ 
plicants should produce 
satisfactory evidence in 
support of their past imports

Six months. Applications for import of 
Dhanicha seeds from Pakistan 
will be considered ad-hoc 
from established importers 
who have imported ‘Seeds, 
all sorts, not otherwise spe¬ 
cified excluding vegetable 
seeds, falling under S. No, 
37/IV, from Pakistan during 
the basic period upto and 
including 1954-55. The ap¬ 
plicants should produce 
satisfactory evidence in sup¬ 
port of their past imports 
of such seeds from Pakistan. 

Six months, (i) Applications for import of chuna 
khari pearls will be consi¬ 
dered ad-hoc from es¬ 
tablished importers who 
have imported Pearls unset 
(S. No. 254/IV) in the past 
from the soft currency area 
within the basic period 1945- 
46 to 1955-56. The past 
imports shown in the quota 
certificates or bills of entry 
of 'Pearls unset’ (S. No. 
254/IV) from soft currency 
area during any one of the 
basic years should be indi¬ 
cated in the applications.

Pakistan on an ad hoc basis 
on the recommendations of 
the State Government of 
Assam. 

(in) Applications for import of
